The retail merchants of this city 


lave perfected an organization dur- 
ug the past two weeks by means of 
which they will to a certain extent be 
able to protect themselves from what 
is popularly known among merchants 
as the "dead beat." 


One of tin- greatest inconveniences 


the retail merchant has to contend 


th is the m.u\ who habitually gCTs"" 


trusted^ind then forgets or refuses to 
pay. 
These dead beats eventually 


prove a curse lo everybody that is en- 
gaged in business, for no merchant 
escapes who is goiul enough hearted to 
be softened bv their tale of woe, for 
they always have one, or else have 
some other method of getting into the 
good graces of the merchant. 


The method pursued will be to pre- 


pare lists-of these—wlKTare knowii~~[o 
be 
poor 
pay and 
each merchant 


will turn in his list to the common 
center where they can be compiled by 
the secretary and furnished all the 
members of the organization. 


The scheme that is supposed to be 


pursued is to rate every man in the 
city, so that when a man asks for 
credit his rating can be looked up and 
the merchant governed accordingly. 
Some will be denied credit altogether, 
while others may be trusted to the 
amount their rating makes them good 
for. 


While this method of doing business 


will undoubtedly prove a hardship to 
some who arc in the habit of living 
largely on trust it will at the same time 
prove a great benefit to the man who 
habitually pays his way. The retail 
merchant has long complained that he 
is compelled to charge a greater price 
for the reason that a certain amount 
of money is lost to him each year on 
account of the dead beats, and if the 
merchant remains 
in business and 


keeps his nose above wafer, the man 
who habitually pays for what he gets 
must make up the deficiency. 


Other associations have been or- 


ganized all over the state and a ses- 
sion of the Wisconsin Retail Grocers' 
association will be held at LaCrosse 
on the 1st, 2d and 3rd of April, to 
which delegates will probably be icnt 
from this city. 


The mission of the state organiza- 


tion if to procure proper food legisla- 
tion for the protection of the retail 
grocers. 
The laws 
regarding the 


manufacture of many thiugs sold in 
groceries are so lax that when one of 
them is enforced it is the retail mer- 
chant that suffers.

Residents of Pitcaini Islam! Have Lit- 


tle to Worry Ahout. 


One of the most delightful spots on 


the habitable globe is Piteairn Island, 
in the South Seas, which is chiefly in- 
habited by the descendants 
of 
the 


mutineers of the English ship Bounty. 
These people are entirely isolated from 
the world, with the exception that they 
live sufficiently near one of the greit: 
ocean routes to induce the captains of 
vessels wishing fresh meat or fruit to 
make a slight deflection 
from 
their 


course, sight the island, land on it with 
one of the ship's boats and get their 
needed supplies. The island has no good 
harbor or roadstead, hence in stormy 
weather it is practically unapproach- 
able. 


According to the official report, the 


islanders are under the government of 
one of their number, -who appears to 
be a man of ability and determination, 
and are in n contented, though hardly 
a progressive, state. The entire commu- 
nity numbers about 15 members, with 
a somewhat disproportionate number 
of females. There are no diseases on the 
island, 
and absolutely 
no 
medical 


means of treating them if they were. 
The local authorities when offered med- 
ical supplies said that 
they 
neither 


needed nor cared for them. There ap- 
pears to be an abundance of fruit and 
vegetables, and a sufficient supply oi 
goats to furnish the comparatively lit 
lie animal food required in a tropical 
region. 


The 
system of control is evident] 


largely socialistic. From S a. in. unt 
2 p. in. all of (lit! male grown popuh 
lion are engaged in public works of va- 
rious kinds. After ^ p. in. they are at 
liberty to do what they care to 
foi 


themselves, or to enjoy Ilieir 
leisure. 


Tlic-y are all devout members of 
Seventh Day Adventist faith, and 
American missionaries of this religion 
organization are endeavoring to j. 


commerce between Pilcairn ishiml and 
Tahiti, believing thai it would be of 
advantage to the people of th': fornuT 
island. These latter appear to be in 
certain ways undergoing a species of 
degeneration, in consequence, presum- 
ably, of too close intermarrying. Oao

Soil Culture in Krnit-G rowing. 


A few years ago there were 
few 


farmers who had any faith 
in 
the 


efforts of skilled experimenters to In- 
iltice them to conserve the moisture in 
the soil by n system of shallow culti- 
vation during the summer. 
One by 


one they tried the plan, many of them 
in desperation during a 
season 
of 


drought, until now thousands 
have 


proved its great value, Fruit growers 
are becoming interested in the question 
and realize that with fruits that absorb 
immense quantities of water from the 
soil it Is absolutely necessary that cv 
erythlng possible be done to keep in the 
soil for the use of the tree during the 
summer all that is possible of 
the 


water that falls during the fall, winter 
and spring. 
Nothing will accomplish 


this better than the system of surface 
culture during the summer. 
Then it 


this plan is followed by a cover croi 
during the winter to be turned mulct 
in the spring, the trees have every in- 
centive to thrive, provided, of course, 
the soil is properly fertilized. 


A Humane Stjincliion. 


The old-fashioned, rigid 
stanchion, 


consisting of two uprights, keeps an 
animal from moving backward or for- 


ward, but it 
also 


confines the head 
so closely that very 
little movement of

Is 
possible, 


while the fact that 
thestanchion has no 
"give" in any direc- 
tion causes a good 
many bumps upon 
the animal's horns, 
ears and shoulders 
when it is getting 
up or lying down.

Cotton-Seed .Meal a n a Fertilizer. 
The plan of using cotton seed in vari- 


onr forms as a fertilizer is not a de- 
sirable practice.

mitted that we may add to the soil's 
fertility by the direct application of 
several crops, the legumes. r<;r exam 
pie. but in very many eases these crops 
could be made to answer a double pur- 
pose. This is the case with eott-xi seed 
meal. 
If fed to the slock in small 


quantities together with roughage of 
almost any kind, it will be boneliciai 
to the animals and still lose none of its 
manuriai value. All sorts of plans may 
lie tried in soil fertilization, but the fu-:t 
still remains that the best results are 
obtained, all things considered, when 
stock is used in connection with fann- 
ing.

Ilemove from the fire as 
soon as there is a suspicion of a faint 
yellow tinge lo the syrup. Take Ihe 
shelled nuts (the almonds should have 
been previously blanched) on the point 
of a large needle or tine skewer and dip 
them iu the syrup, then drop on to oiled 
paper. 


Creamed Ovsters. 


One pint of milk; when boiling add 


two laldespoonfuls of cornstarch. salt 
and popper, ami one tablespoonful of 
butter. Take line powdered crumbs and 
scatter over the bottom of a weli-buttcr- 
cd dish. Put a layer of oysters, then of 
cream, next crumbs, Ihe oysters, cream, 
and so on. having crumbs or. top. 
Brown, or rather cook, as for oscailoped 
oysters. It Is a change from the latter 
dish. 


Celery Creamed. 


Cut the tender white parts of a stalk 


of celery into inch lengths and stew 
until tender in salted water.

That Protective Tariff. 


A remarkable thingjhappenedat the 


meeting of the Wisconsin Editorial 
association at-Milwaukee.on Thursday, 
something that certainly proved a 
surprise to democrats, if not to repub- 
licans. 


John Hicks, of Oshkosh Northwest- 


ern fame, introduced a resolution be- 
fore the convention in which he asked 
the editors of Wisconsin to use their 
influence toward having the duty on 
wood pulp reduced. 
Following is the 


resolution without any of the causes 
that led to its introduction: 


KeFolved, That the senators and representa- 


tives in congress are respectfully reo.uested Iu 
show by Ihcir volt's iiml their work that they 
have at heart the interests of the people as well 
as of the matmlaeUirers, anil that they favor 
the immediate passage uf a law that will reduce 
the tariff on wood pulp and print paper to give 
relief to the printers (if Wisconsin, the mana- 
gers of an important Industry whieh is utnv 
huffei'lug from the effects of an exorbitant ad- 
vance in prices on the part of the paper manu- 
facturers. 


What docs this mean? Is it possible 


that if you scratch a protectionist you 
will find a free trader? 
Can it he that 


in spite of the assurances of 
our 


republican friends that the wall of 
protection has allowed manufacturers 
to manipulate the market for their 
benefit to such an extent that at last 
the republicans themselves cry out 
against the injustice? It must be so, 
for here is a resolution introduced by 
a republican, and passed by a body 
of men who were largely republican 
in numbers. 


In commenting on the matter the 


Milwaukee Sentinel says that 
the 


meeting was stampeded: that in only 
mentioning the matter of print paper 
they virtually admitted that all other 
tariffs as they exist today arc all right 
and not excessive. 


Maybe the members were stampeded. 


Not being present, and, further, not 
knowing just how much it would take 
to stampede a gang of editors, we 
cannot pass any opinion on this mat- 
ter. 


As to the other matter: The repub- 


lican editors may admit that all other 
provisions of the Dingley tariff meas- 
ure are all right, but it cannot be 
Claimed that the democratic editors 
have ever admitted it. 
They have 


always claimed that a commodity 
should be bought where it can be done 
the cheapest, no matter what the com- 
modity is or where it is manufactured. 
As to print paper, it is our honest 
opinion that the average country edi- 
tor is losing very few dollars on ac- 
count of the price of this article, and 
that there are many oilier things that 
he uses daily that the trusts manufac- 
ture which, if he would take the trou- 
ble to investigate, he would find were 
causing him steady losses that go into 
the pockets of members of corpora- 
tions that are already rich. 


However, if print paper is the only 


thing that appeals to him, for good- 
ness sake let him investigate print 
paper. It won't do any harm. 
If the

Here the team, instead of continuing- 
toward home, turned to the left and 
went along- the road until the farm of 
John Witholm was reached, where 
they turned into the yard and stopped. 


Mr. Witholm heard the noise and 


supposing one of his neighbors had 
driven into the yard he went out. He 
soon discovered, however, that there 
was 110 one -with the team and he sur- 
mised that there had been an acci- 
dent. 


He got out two of his neighbors, 


Julius Marx and Leo Reusch, and the 
three men started back along the road 
to see what had happened. When the 
bridge tvas reached where the acci- 
dent occurred, it -was noticed that one 
of the boards of the structure had i 
been tipped up on the edge, and when 
the men got out to straighten, this so 
as to cross they found the dead man 
beside the road.

pay. 
These dead beats eventually 


prove a curse to everybody that is en- 
gaged in business, for no merchant 
escapes who is g-ood enough hearted to 
be softened by their tale of woe. for 
they always have one, or else have 
some other method of getting into the 
good graces of the merchant. 


The method pursued will be to pre- 


pa»c i.-»is> o* theSsJ wuu are" known to 
be 
poor 
pay and 
each merchant 


will turn in his list to the common 
center where they can be compiled bv 
the secretary and furnished "all the 
members of the organization. 


The scheme that is supposed to be 


pursued is to rate every man in the 
city, so that when a man asks for 
credit his rating- can be looked UD and 
the merchant governed accordingly. 
Some will be denied credit altogether, 
while others may be trusted to the 
amount their rating- makes them good 
for. 


While this method of doing- business 


will undoubtedly prove a hardship to 
some who are in the habit of living- 
largely on trust it will at the same time 
prove a great benefit to the man who 
habitually pays his way. The retail 
merchant has long complained that he 
is compelled to charge a greater price 
for the reason that a certain amount 
of money is lost to him each year on 
acco unt of the dead beats, and if the 
merchant remains in business and 
keeps his nose above water, the man 
who habitually pays for what he gets 
must make up the deficsency.

t-ou, C. E. Lewis said ia part: The 
heavy horse has a signal advantage in 
some farm operations. In plowing or 
operating a manure spreader or haul- 
iug the crops to the bam or to market 
the heavy horse is just what is want- 
ed, but in harrowing he does not have 
aii advantage proportionate to his size. 
For drawing a mowing machine the 
lighter horse is better. Hitch a heavy 
horse to the shovel plow or cultivator 
and stare him up and down the corn- 
field, with scarcely rooai between the 
three-foot rows for him to put his pon- 
derous feet, walking on two rows at 
once and breaking down more corn In 
each than a little horse could in one. 
and you will quickly decide that he 
was not made for that kind of work. 
Besides, to carry 1,000 pounds of sur- 
plus, useless horseflesh over the soft 
ground of the cornfield takes a great 
deal of energy, and that energy has to 
be supplied by an extra amount of 
feed. 
Then through the long winter 


mouths of idleness it requires a great 
deal of grain to keep the heavy horse's 
huge body in repair. 


Cleaning the Bread JPaii. 


A woman hates worse than anything 


else the cleansing of the bread paa or 
bowl after having made up a '-batch" 
of bread. Unless absolutely necessary 
to put the bowl away at once, fill is 
with c-old water and let it stand for an 
hour. By that lime all the hard par- 
ticles will have become softened and 
fallen to the bottom of the bowl. The 
practice of putting the bowl and mold- 
ing board away unwashed, in the flour 
bin, as so many do. is most reprehen- 
sible. The tsny particles wil work off 
into the next lot of dough and ferment 
in the raising, and often spoil a whole 
baking: of bread, while the baker is 
wondering what possesses the stuff.

Residents of Pltcairn Island Have Lit- 


tle to AVorr>- About. 


One of the most delightful spots on 


the habitable globe Is Pltcairn Island. 
In the South Seas, which Is chiefly in- 
habited by the descendants of the 
mutineers of the English ship Bounty. 
These people are entirely isolated from 
tne world, with the exception that they 
live sufficiently near one of the crea; 
ocean routes to Induce the captains of 
vessels wishing fresh meat or fruit to 
make a slight deflection 
from their 


course, sight the Island. land on it with 
one of the ship's boats and get their 
needed supplies. The Island has no good 
harbor or roadstead, hence in stormy 
weather It is practically unapproach- 
able. 


According to the official report, the 


Islanders are under the government of 
one of their number, who appears to 
be a man. of ability and determination, 
and are in a contented, though hardlv 
a progressive. st,ue. The entire commu- 
nity numbers about 15 members, with I 
a somewhat disproportionate number 
of females. There are no diseases on the 
Island, and absolutely no medical 
means of treating them if they were. 
The local authorities when offered med- 
ical supplies said that 
they neither 


needed ror cared for them. There ap- ^ 


efforts of skilled experimenters to in- 
duce them to conserve the moisture in 
the soil by a system of shallow culti- 
vation during the summer. One by 
one they tried the plan, many of them 
in desperation daring a season of 
drought, until now thousands have 
proved its great value. Fruit growers 
are becoming interested in the question 
and realize that with fruits that aosorb 
immense quantities of water from the 
soil it is absolutely necessary that ev- 
erything possible be done to keep in the 
soil for the use of the tree during the 
summer all that is possible of the 
water that falls during the fall, winter 
ana spring. Nothing will accomplish 
tin's better than the system of surface 
culture during the summer. Then if 
this plan is followed by a cover cron 
during the winter to be turned under 
in the spring, the trees have every In- 
centive to j:Iirive. provided, of course 
the soil Is properly fertilized. 


Heat £u Bee Culture. 


While :t is possible to do many things 


with artificial bear, all attempts 
to 


hasten activity on the part of the bees 
by artificial heat have proved failures 
—more, have been fatal to the colony. 
Promiuence is given this now in view 
of several Items going the round of the 
press advising the packing of hives in 
stable manure to furnish the artificial 
heat. In experiments brood rearing 
was hastened, it is true, and more bees 
hatched, but they were weak, and suc- 
cumbed to the weather when they left 
the hives, and many of tue honey gath- 
erers started out earlier owing to the 
artificial beat, and never returned. 
The hives should, of course, be packed 
with some material so that the bees 
will not suffer during the winter, but 
all attempts to force them to gather 
honey before settled weather will re- 
sult in disaster-

A remarkable thing-jhappenedat the 


meeting* of the Wisconsin Editorial 
association at-Milvraukee.on Thursday, 
something: that certainly proved a 
surprise to democrats, if not to repub- 
licans. 


John Hicks, of Oshkosh Xorthwest- 


ern fame, introduced a resolution be- 
fore the convention in which be asked 
the editors of Wisconsin to use their 
inSuence toward having- the duty on 
wood pulp reduced.

Besolved, Tliat the senators aad representa- 


tives in congress are respectfully requested to 
show by their rotes and their work thai tiiey 
have at heart the interests of the people as well 
as of the manufacturers, aad that they favor 
the immediate passage of a law that will reduce 
the tariff oa wood pulp and priut paper to give 
relief to the printers of Wisconsin, the mana- 
gers of an important industry \\hieh is now 
sufienns iroui the effects o* an evhorbitant ad- 
vance in prices on the par: of the paper manu- 
facturers. 


What does this mean? Is it possible 


that if you scratch a protectionist you 
•will find a free trader? Can it be that 
in spite of the assurances of our 
republican friends that the wall of 
protection has allowed manufacturers 
to manipulate the market for their 
benefit to such an extent that at last 
the repnblicans themselves cry out 
against the injustice? It must be so. 
for here is a resolution introduced by 
a republican, and passed by a body 
of men -who were largely republican 
in numbers. 


In commenting- on the matter the 


Milwaukee Sentinel says that the 
meeting was stampeded: that in only 
mentioning- the matter of print paper 
they virtually admitted that all other 
tariffs as they exist today are all right 
and not excessive.
